The Cabinet decided yesterday 
on the composition of its top- 
secret Ministerial Security Com- 
mittee.

The Agranst Commission on the 
Yom Kippur War underlined in its 
interim report the need to have a 
Ministerial Security Committee.

Thousands march 
down Fifth Avenue 
for Soviet Jewry 


NEW YORK (JTA). — Tens of 
thousands of Jews from the New 
York Metropolitan area yesterday 
showed their support for Soviet 
Jews seeking emigration by march- 
ing down Fifth Avenue in the an- 
nual Solidarity Day Freedom 
March. 

Many of the marchers sang in 
Hebrew and shouted slogans remi- 
niscent of the civil rights marches 


of the 1960s — “freedom now,” 
and “one, two, thee, four, open 
up the iron door; five, six, seven, 


eight, let my people immigrate.” 
There were also signs urging free- 
dom for Syrian and Iraqi Jews. 

Solidarity Day was sponsored by 
the 79 constituents of the Greater 
New ‘York Conference of Soviet 
Jewry. 

Among the marchers were 40 
prominent Jewish and Christian 
elergymen representing Soviet pri- 
soners of conscience: Academicians 
in caps and gowns showing support 
for their beleaguered colleaguea in 


the USSR, youths in prison garb 
and a huge float depicting a Soviet 
labour camp tower. 


The march ended at Dag Ham- 
marskjold Plaza near the UN where 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson (D., Wash.) 
declared that ‘thousands of brave 
people in the Soviet Union are de- 
pending on us” to use the U.S.'s 
“leverage to bargain hard for pro- 
gress toward the free movement of 
people between East and West.” 


Jackson scored the Nixon admi- 
nistration’s opposition to the amend- 
ment which would bar U.S. trade 
benefits and credits to the Soviet 
Union unless ft relaxes 115 emigra- 
tion restrictions. “Quiet diplomacy 
slides all too easily Into silent diplo- 
macy,” he said. “The truth is that 
it took the introduction of our 
amendment to put this issue on the 
White House agenda with the So 
viet Union — and it will take pas- 
sage of our amendment to keep it 
there.”

Carol Lerner, of California, was

She died later of her injuries. 

A motor-scooter rider, Rahamim 
Cohen, 24, of Tel Aviv, was fatally 
injured on Saturday night on Rehov 
Haykrkon, when he came into col- 
lision with a car driven by a resi- 
dent of Eshtaol. He died shortly 
after being admitted to Ichilev 
Hospital. The car driver has been 
detained for questioning.

REHOVOT. — There is little in- 
clination among Latin American 
Jews to immigrate to Israel — both 
because of the good economic con- 
ditions in their countries and be- 
cause of Israel's post-Yom <ippur 
war internal problems. 


This was stated here yesterday 
by the chairman of the Organiza- 
tion of Latin American Immigrants 
in Israel, Gevla Havkin. She was 

speaking to newsmen prior to the 
opening of the Οἱ a's 12th 
national convention later last night. 

She attributed the lack of “push” 
for aliya in Latin America to the 
general economic stability in most 
countries, the growing alienation of 
Jewish youth, and mixed marriages.

However, those immigrants who

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday reiterated that a 
helicopter lost aver the Chinese 
border 45 days ego was on a me- 
d@ical mercy mission, and had no 
military aims. 

The Communist Party newspaper 
“Pravda” said the army Mi4 heli- 
copter carried no intelligence equip- 
ment and maintained communication 
only with civilian airports while on 
the mission on March 14. 

Publication of the article indicat- 
ed Soviet authorities have made no 
progress in weeks of quiet diplomacy 
for the return of the helicopter and 
its three-man crew. China accused 
the Soviets of spying. In a note de- 
livered to Chinese Ambassador Liv 
Bgin-chuan on March 28, the Soviets 


rejected allegations of espionage. 

The helicopter went astray in 
one of the most sensitive regions 
along the 7,000 km. Sino-Soviet 
frontier. 

“Pravda” said the helicopter took 
off to rescue a seriously injured 
soldier at a distant border post 
which civilian helicopters could not 
reach because of bad weather, The 
newspaper said the pilot was forced 
to hug mountain canyons because 
of fog, wind and the danger of 
icing at higher levels, 

This meant he could not receive 
radio signals. “ vde” said that 
once out of the mountains the pilot 
radioed: “Totally lost. No fuel left 
Forced to land.” By this time he 
already was in China.

“Therefore, and in order to blow 
up this plan, terrorist action, by 
Means of a people's revolution, 
should be speeded up,” Gaddafi was 
quoted as telling Sariya. 


Sariya said he replied that “this 
action should not be rushed in 
order to ensure its success.”

Sariya, who is an Arab League 
official, said he understood “from

NCE again this year many thou- 

sands of Israelis will be travel- 
ling abread, for business reasons, 
to visit relatives, to study or to 
participate in conferences, or simply 
on a holiday.

$450 allocation for residents going 
abroad. 

In the days of fixed rates, one 
used merely to estimate how much 
foreign currency was needed for 
each country to be visited and then 
ask the bank to pay out the pre- 
clous $450 into two, three or some- 
times even more different kinds of 
banknotes or travellers’ cheques. This 
Presented quite a problem for the 
banks which had to keep a varied 
stock of many different currencies 
for their customers. 

The now almost universally adopt- 
ed system of flodijng rates has 
eliminated this admittedly minor 
worry. It is now always advisable 
to take the full allocation im US. 
dollars, the major part in travel- 
lers' cheques. Travellers’ cheques cost 
@ little more but represent a safer 
way of carrying money. Of the pre- 
mium of one percent 0.8 per cent 
is immediately restored as the buy- 
ing rate for dollar banknotes is at 
present 114.235 in Israel, whereas 
travellers’ cheques are sold by the 
banks for IL4.203per dollar. More- 
over when exchanging dollar tra- 
vellers’ cheques back into European 
currency a more advantageous rate 
is normally obtained. Similar dif- 
ferences exist between banknote and 
travellers’ cheqpe rates of currencies 
of other countries. Sometimes they 
are even larger. 

It is more practical to buy dol- 
lars here and change them into lo- 
cal currency abroad than to 
buy Swiss francs, Dutch guilders, 
German marks, French francs or 
sterling here. This is because the 
system of floating rates has created 
wide differences between buying and
